tetbis, E doe reade well in the bookes of the an 
P iy W. cient dattaꝛs, and in the Ecclefiaſticall] 
biſtoxies; that it is tome often topaſle , that be 
doaule the deuotion ofthe people was already be 
come colde, and that they did very often cele 
bꝛate the Supper, there were but the miniſters 
and the Deacons and the Auncientes of the 
Churche,anv choſe of the Clergie, and certaim 
others which did communicate at the Supper, 
But yet fo) all that, ſuch as would comunicate 
did cõmunicate alway together, were they mi 
niſters, byſhops, pꝛieſtes, deacons, oz others:at 
there was no one at all which made his Su 1 
per aparte.
